[Berrou] As for the army, it is almost exclusively made 
up of Tutsis, and its positions surround the district, 
where officers only venture for so-called disarmament 
operations, which often end tragically. Kamenge is 
afraid of the army, the army is afraid of Kamenge and of 
its standard bearer, Major Savimbi, the leader of a 
clandestine Hutu guerrilla movement, which claims to 
have several thousand men and puts his cards on the 
table:

“Savimbi,” Forces de Defense de La Democratie— 
Forces for Defense of Democracy] The enemy is the 
Tutsi mono-ethnic army. We don’t want war, but we are 
compelled to wage that war, since we cannot leave the 
country to the Tutsis. They are in a minority. They 
should at least respect human beings and democracy.

[Berrou] Pascal Savimbi is a member of the Forces for 
the Defense of Democracy, a militia set up by Leonard 
Nyangoma, a former interior minister now in exile. 
Nyangoma, probably inspired by the Rwandan example, 
recommended last August that every Hutu should kill 
five Tutsis. [passage omitted] 


Riots Reported After Ex-Mayor’s Body Found

the body of Coil. Lucien Sakubu, a Tutsi and former

colonel’s body had been mutilated. 


Young Tutsis in Bujumbura, commonly known as the 
Sans Echec, began to attack Hutu passers-by in the center 
of the city. The rioting escalated very quickly, especially 
when a handful of Hutu youth around the Bujumbura 
Central Market joined the fray and faced the Sans Echec. 
The exchange of stones forced traders and shoppers at 
the market to rush home. By 1000, the market was 
deserted while shops and stores within a I-km radius 
were locked up. The intervention of the law enforcement 
agencies restored law and order. By 1100 traffic had 
returned to normal, even though small groups of Tutsi 
youth could still be seen here and there looking for 
something mischievous to do—woe to any Hutu lone 
ranger who comes their way, they seemed to say. 


in spite of the return to normalcy, the situation is still 
very tense, and there is the risk of other acts of reprisal 
breaking out within the next few hours, which will 
disrupt the official funeral rites in memory of Minister 
Erneste Kabushemeye, a Hutu who was assassinated on

Journalists Elizabeth Jones has just returned 
from Kamanyola Camp at the meeting of the Rwandan 
and Burundi borders in eastern Zaire. I asked her what 
evidence she found of Hutu militias undergoing military 
training. 


[Begin recording] [Jones] | saw a group of about 27 
armed militiamen training in the middle of the night just

on the outskirts of the Kamanyola refugee camp. They 
were armed with AK-47s, R-4 machine guns, grenades, 
various types of bows and arrows, and machetes, and 
they did varior's exercises, including staging a mock 
attack. 


[Wells] ‘Who exactly are they and why did they let you 
witness what they were doing? 


[Jones] They are a mix of Rwandans and Burundians. 
They are all Hutus. | should explain that in Kamanyola 
Refugee Camp, one third of the refugee population there 
are Burundians. Many of these Buiundians were previ- 
ously refugees in Rwanda. They had fled during the 1993 
crisis in Burundi. So, when the crisis erupted in Rwanda 
last summer, all of these refugees fled to Zaire together— 
that is, including Rwandan Hutus and Burundian Hutus, 
and they all ended up in this area of eastern Zaire. So, it’s 
difficult to say of the people I actually saw training who 
is who, whether they were Rwandans or Burundians. All 
I know is that from the leadership of that particular 
militia unit—I had spoken to them about the possibility 
of joint training—they did accept that it was happening 
and they said that when they were recruiting people from 
the refugee camp. They didn’t distinguish between 
Rwandans and Burundians. A Hutu was a Hutu, and 
they simply invited Hutus to participate in their military 
activities. 


[Wells] Now, are groups such as these just acting on their 
own, in an independent way, or is there some kind of 
Organization behind them all? 


[Jones] There seeins to be a kind of collaboration 
between the Hutu militias of Burundi and Rwanda 
working hand in hand with elements from the former 
Rwandan Army now exiled in Zaire and possibly some 
elements from within the Zairian Army itself. All of 
these appear to have the same agenda, wiiich is to create 
some kind of zone in northwestern Burundi—a zone 
through which arms and troops could move freely so that 
the Rwandan Hutus could possibly launch an invasion 
northwards into Rwanda; the Burundians could possibly 
launch an invasion southwards towards Bujumbura. 


[Wells] And what about the UN? I mean these camps are 
set up by the UN. They surely must be aware of these 
goings-on. 


[Jones] They are aware of the rumors. They have been 
aware of the rumors, I think, for quite a long time but 
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they’ve had absolutely no proof, and that is the main 
difficulty, and this has been the main difficulty for a lot 
of NGOs [nongovernmental organizations] working in 
the area as well—a lot of suspicion, a lot of concern but 
really no actually hard evidence to support what they 
believe is just going on in the camps. 


[Wells] We've heard the politicians there—also politi- 
cians in exile—talk about trying to find a political 
solution to the crisis. From what you've seen in your 
research and your stay there, do you think that this is 
really likely? 


[Jones] I think it is highly unlikely there will be any kind 
of negotiated settlements, not in the near future. My own 
personal view is that the former Rwandan Government 
and its various allies, including the Burundians, are 
hoping to launch some kind of invasion, sort of along the 
lines of what happened with the RPF in 1990: first of all, 
secure a zone in northern Burundi from which they can 
launch and attack and from there try and secure an area 
of southwestern Rwanda, which they can then use as 
some kind of a bargaining chip in negotiations. [end

Government Tells UNHCR To Close Refugee 
Camp

refugee camp yesterday following a fight between the 
local community and refugees on Sunday [12 March] in 
which at least 14 people were injured. 


The United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees 
protection officer, Mr. Lars Johnson, said he met with 
the Kisauni DO [district officer] and local community 
elders to resolve the matter. Mr. Johnson said a local 
resident and three refugees were seriously injured in the 
Sunday brawl but no fatalities were reported. He said 
that following the meeting with the area DO, it was 
agreed that police patrols will be increased to avoid a 
similar occurrence. 


Mr. Johnson said the UNHCR expects to complete the 
repatriation of refugees from the Utange camp within 
the next three weeks. About 2,300 refugees left last week 
and that 3,000 others are expected to leave this week. 


In Thika, the government issued a one-month ultimatum 
to the UNHCR to close the Thika camp. 


Central provincial commissioner [PC], Mr. Victor 
Musoga, also directed the camp management to transfer 
all the 3,000 refugees housed in the camp to other areas. 
He said that the center would be converted into offices 
for the Thika County council which was gazetted 
recently. 


The PC toured the camp accompanied by Thika DC 
[district commissioner], Mr. John Litunda, and security 
officers. ““We have compromised our security situation 
long enough and we have no choice but to close the 
camp,” Mr. Musoga said. 


The refugees to!d the PC that there were delays in the 
processing transit documents for those seeking resettle-

The cause of the raid 
has not been immediately established. 


Attorney General Terminates Case Against Saitoti

He told the court 
that the attorney general has discretion to either con- 
tinue or discontinue proceedings once he has taken them 
over, adding that when the matter was filed the attorney 
general was out of the country, but on his return was fully 
briefed and, after a careful consideration, has drawn and 
signed a nolle prosequi, the effect of which would be the 
termination of the proceedings. 


He told the court that the attorney general was entering 
the nolle prosequi under powers conferred to him by 
Section 2, subsection 3, paragraph C of the Constitution 
of Kenya as read with subsection 82, subsection | of the 
Criminal Procedure Code Chapter 75 laws of Kenya. 
The deputy public prosecutor told the court that he was 
acting under the express instructions and authority of the 
attorney general, who had requested for the mention of 
the matter in a letter addressed to the counsel for Raila 
Odinga, Otieno Kajwang advocates, yesterday, and 
copied to the executive officer of the court, and addec 
that there was evidence that the letter was delivered am 
received by the advocates’ office and that further to that 
he personally had informed the counsel this morning. 


In her ruling, the magistrate said that by the attorney 
general tendering the nolle prosequi the court cannot 
inquire about the motives or reasons behind entering the 
nolle prosequi.

Militiamen Attack Islamic Court in Mogadishu

At leas’ seven people were killed and several others 
woviias.| during an attack by heavily armed militiamen 
on an Isi»mic court at Hararyale in southern Mogadishu 
on Wednesay [15 March]. 


The attackers, driving two technicals (armed wagons), 
used rocket provelled grenades, heavy machine guns and 
small assault r’.les in the attack that was aimed at freeing 
one of the mi itiamen recently convicted and jailed for 
murdering another militiaman in the Bermuda area of 
Mogadishu. But other militiamen defending the court 
building, with the help of hundreds of civilians, quickly 
counter-attacked and killed four of the attackers, but lost 
one of their own men, while two other civilians also died 
in the crossfire. 


One of the attackers later said the court had i’ egally 
detained their colleague after the family of the victim 
had forgiven the murderer, and declared: “We were 
trying to deal with the case according to Somali tradi- 
tion”. 


But Sheikh Abdullahi Elmi Afrah, a strong supporter of 
Islamic sharia law charged that “those who are fighting 
against sharia wanted satanic laws which have already 
ravaged Somalia for the past five years.” 


“Such devils Co not mind the killing of hundreds of 
innocent civilians in an exchange for freeing one crim- 
inal. That is the logic of militiamen,” Afrah fumed. 


The militamen first attacked the court on Tuesday 
evening and renewed their attack on Wednesday 
morning, “but this time the holy fighters were ready for 
them,” Sheikh Hashi Abikar said. 


The Hararyale court was founded a month ago by the 
Murusadeh religious clan elders after the clan’s supreme 
council endorsed its establishment, and judges at the 
court have said it had no relation with supporters of 
self-styled interim president Ali Mahdi Mohamed, based 
in north Mogadishu. 


Since its establishment, it has sentenced to death two 
convicted criminals, who were later publicly executed by 
firing squad at Hararyale municipal stadium. 


A similar attack was launched against the chairman of 
the Supreme Sharia Council in north Mogadishu, Sheikh 
Sharif Sheikh Muhidin, but the sheikh escaped unhurt 
and later told a cheering crowd that “Allah had saved 
him from the devils”. 


Many Islamic courts have been established in Somalia 
since the fall of dictator Mohamed Siad Barre in January 
1991. 


The first such religious court was inaugurated at Lug in 
Gedo region of southern Somalia in 1992 by the Al- 
Itihad Al-Islam religious group, followed by one at 
Medina district of south Mogadishu in 1993. 
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But the largest and most effective Islamic court is 
operating in Ali Mahdi’s northern Mogadishu, while 
another one-week-old Islamic court is reported to be 
functioning in Baidoa in southern Somalia. 


The religious courts, which order killings or amputations 
of those found guilty, gained public support after faction 
leaders failed to restore law and order in areas under 
their control.

Court Nullifies Dar es Salaam Mayor’s Election

Following Kondo’s election, Mtevu petitioned the court 
seeking nullification of the results on grounds of ballot 
rigging. 

The removal of Kondo from the mayor’s post is seen 
here as another political blow for CCM. coming four 
days after the defection of a former powerful cabinet 
minister Augustine Mrema to the opposition. Mrema 
was sacked from the government by President Ali 
Hassan Mwinyi last month after he accused authorities 
of condoning corruption. Tanzania’s first multi-party 
elections in its three decades are scheduled for October.

An 
up-to-date voters’ roll was the foundation of all future 
democratic elections. 


Dr Slabbert said although it was the responsibility of 
voters to register, political parties and non-governmental 
organisations had to drive the process for it to be 
successful. He said the success of the country’s transition 
would be measured by the demonstrable improvement 
in the quality of life at local level. 


“Successful transformation and the effective implemen- 
tation of projects of the reconstruction and development 
programme are held hostage by the absence of stable 
local government in our country.” 


The longer democratic stability was delayed at local 
government level, the faster the decline in basic stan- 
dards of living would be “and th< more political anger 
and impatience will be generat’ u’’. 


Dr Slabbert said the success of the South African nation 
would not be measured by brilliant speeches, nor by the 
actions of individual statesmen or politicians.

If any new evidence 
was produced, the relevant attorney-general would be 
approached to consider further prosecution. 


Mr Leon said the allegations constituted serious human 
right violations and the DP believed they should be fully 
investigated. 


The press conference was attended by Mr Nico and Mrs 
Caroline Sono, whose son Lolo disappeared in 
November 1988 after Mr Sono saw his badly beaten son 
in a kombi [van] with Mrs Mandela and several youths. 


Also present was an ANC Women’s League member Mrs 
Dudu Chili, whose niece Finky Msomi, 13, died in a

She alleged that Mrs Mandela had ordered her sons 
killed after they were labelled “‘sellouts” when they left 
the Mandela United Football Club, which operated from 
Mrs Mandela’s Soweto home.

According to a new clause, truth commissioners will 
have limited discretion to decide whether hearings are 
held in camera. The decision will be based on whether 
the evidence is contrary to the interests of state security, 
good order, the administration of justice or the person 
testifying. If the commission has reason to believe there 
is a likelihood the person giving evidence “may suffer 
harm as a result of his or her testimony”, the evidence 
may be heard behind closed doors. However, victims 
will be allowed to attend. 


Committee chairman Johnny de Lange said the aim was 
to submit the Bill to Parliament, ‘ollowing Cabinet 
approval, by the first week of April. 


Hofmeyr said that if all went well, the truth commission 
would be running by July and would be expected to 
complete its work by the end of next year.

He said the recent riots have shown that it 
takes a few individuals running amok to disturb the 
whole country. 
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Four cabinet ministers, including the vice president, 
were present at the press conference. 


Nation’s Reserves Managed by Barings Said Safe

adverse consequences from the collapse of Barings 
Brothers, a London-based financial institution which 
recently experienced massive losses as a result of unau- 
thorised trading in derivative instruments by an 
employee of the bank’s branch in Singapore. 


According to a news release from Bank of Botswana 
(BoB), the Barings Group had managed part of 
Botswana’s foreign exchange reserves through its Asset 
Management Section. The amount involved was not 
disclosed. 


‘Botswana was unaffected by these events which have 
shaken the world’s capital and money markets because 
all of the cash and securities managed by Baring Asset 
Management, on the bank’s behaif, were under the 
control of an independent global custodian and did not 
form part of the assets of the Barings Group.” 


Baring Asset Management became the first fund man- 
ager appointed by the bank to assist in managing the 
investment of Botswana’s foreign exchange reserves for 
the last 14 years. According to the news release, Barings 
was skillful in dealing with the disastrous performance of 
the global bond markets in 1994. 


“The significant fall in the prices of bonds on all major 
markets in 1994 was the main reason for the reduced 
contribution of Bank of Botswana to government reve- 
nues in the 1994/95 financial year.” 


The release states that the appointment of a global 
custodian to safeguard Botswana’s reserves was to retain 
physical control of the portfolio of cash and interna- 
tional securities, such as bonds and shares. 


“Although the fund managers, or the bank itself, make 
investment decisions, they are executed by the custodian 
and the underlying instruments remain in the possession 
of the custodian.” 


According to BoB, if this arrangement had not been in 
place and the portfolio managed by Baring Asset Man- 
agement had been under the control of Barings Brothers, 
Botswana might have sustained a significan: loss. 


The Governor of BoB, Mr Quill Hermans, said that the 
arrangement with a global custodian demonstrated that 
the BoB was capable of carrying out its statutory respon- 
sibilities in a highly efficient and business-like manner. 
This applied to reserve management, monetary policy 
implementation and supervision of the domestic 
banking system. 
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He said BoB continued to have confidence in Baring 
Asset Management as fund manager and hoped that it 
would be acquired by an acceptable finance house if the 
group does not survive. 


Agreement With Zambia Targets Drug Traffickers

getting together in an attempt to mount a joint campaign 
against international crime. It seems drug trafficking, 
smuggling, and an international car theft racket across 
their common border has prompted the two countries to 
take urgent action, especially against drugs’ barons.

At a recent meeting in the Botswana border town of 
Kasane, the Joint Permanent Commission on Defense 
and Security discussed the crime situation along the 
common border and agreed to cooperate at all levels to 
try to solve the problem. The seriousness of the issue was 
reflected in the high-level delegation sent to the talks. 
The Zambian Defense Minister Ben Mwila and 
Botswana’s Minister for Presidentiai Affairs Pontashego 
Kedikilwe led their respective teams. 


Botswana has become caught up in the drug trafficking 
trade as Zambian drug barons slip through the country 
with their contraband destined for the lucrative South 
African market. On the way, some of the narcotics slip 
into Tswana society and drug-related crimes have begun 
to surface. 


The crisis in Zambia is even more serious. It is fast 
becoming known as the Colombia of southern Africa, 
and it is the regional epicenter of the drugs’ trade. Now, 
so-called narco-terrorism attacks have gripped the 
nation. Last weekend, the chief of the Zambian Drug 
Enforcement Commission narrowly escaped death when 
he was shot in the head at point blank range by a hit 
squad. His attackers are still at large and the police have 
yet to uncover a single lead.

[Salomao] What I can confirm is that this is our request, 
and only after the donors present their statements 
tomorrow will we know with how much each of them will 
contribute, and at the time we will have a final figure. A 
news conference is scheduled at the end of the meeting 
tomorrow and by then we expect to have the figures. 


[Correspondent] Mr. Minister, the opposition has been 
saying that the donors should condition this assistance to 
the fight against corruption. What do you think about 
this? 


[Salomao] I believe there is no need for the opposition to 
condition the aid to the fight against corruption since the 
fight against corruption is the government’s agenda. The 
government has already said in Mozambique and we will 
once again say in Paris what concrete steps we will take 
in this regard. So I believe that the government and the 
Opposition agree on this issue, although we may have 
different viewpoints on how to deal with the problem. 
However, we agree on this.

When nomination of candidates closed on Monday, 52

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Only 120 of the country’s 150 parliamentary seats are 
contested with the other 30 being filled by 10 traditional 
chiefs, eight provincial governors appointed by the pres- 
ident and 12 non-constituency MPs of the president’s 
choice. 


Although 10 political parties registered their party sym- 
bols for the election, only six fielded candidates on 
nomination day on Monday.

Citizenship

“What we did was to facilitate his elder son with a 
restrictive Zimbabwean passport some time back” to 
enable him to study outside the country, he added. 


“Someone became naughty and mischievous and 
decided to blow up the situation, saying the whole family 
was granted citizenship and given passports.” 


Dabengwa was reacting to a report in a Sunday news- 
paper that the Ethiopian former military strongman and 
his three children had been issued with Zimbabwean 


passports. 


He said it was normal for countries which have given 
refuge to people like Mengistu to distinguish between the 
former leader and his family, especially young children. 


Mengistu was given asylum in Zimbabwe in May 1991 
when he fled Addis Ababa ahead of advancing armed 
opponents. 


The government of President Robert Mugabe, who 
received assistance from Mengistu during the struggle for 
independence in Zimbabwe, has refused requests for his 
extradition to stand trial on charges of genocide. 


Mengistu’s trial which is going ahead in his absence, 
reopened in Addis Ababa on Tuesday. 
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
